Neighborhood-Based 
Program  Helps  Ready 
Construction  Trainees

The  Good  Faith  Employment  Project, 
which  was  established  by  the  San  Francis- 
co Giants  to  provide  and  train  local  pers- 
onnel for  the  construction  trades  in  conn- 
ection with  the  development  of  the 
team's  new  ballpark,  has  been  a  success, 
according  to  William  Reed,  administrator 
of  the  project  for  the  Potrero  Hill  Neigh- 
borhood House. 

This  project,  which  was  announced  last 
December,  provides  funding  for  100  San 
Franciscans  to  be  hired  onto  the  con- 


struction project,  which  is  expected  to 
employ  a  total  of  2,500  to  2,700  workers 
over  the  next  two  years. 

Qualified  individuals  will  be  given 
training,  if  necessary,  and  provided  with 
whatever  tools  are  needed  to  accomplish 
their  new  jobs.  Payment  of  union  dues, 
clothing  and  transportation  would  also  be 
supplied,  if  the  applicant  needed  such 
assistance. 

The  initial  project  rally  to  find  local 
residents  to  fill  these  positions  yielded

IN  TALKS  WITH  DEVELOPER  CATELLUS 

Fight  to  Preserve 
Wild  Bird  Habitat 
At  l\/lission  Creek

The  Mission  Creek  Conservancy  (MCC) 
continues  to  negotiate  with  the  Catellus 
Corporation,  developer  of  the  massive 
Mission  Bay  project,  over  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  wild  bird  habitat  that  current- 
ly exists  in  the  Mission  Creek  Channel. 

This  waterway  is  a  home  to  more  than 
60  species  of  birds  who  thrive  and  forage 
on  the  channel's  pilings  and  banks. 

Robert  Isaacson,  President  of  the  MCC, 
has  requested  that  the  current  Catellus 
plan  for  the  shore  and  rreek  be  modified 


to  enhance  the  habitat,  not  destroy  it. 

The  current  plan  calls  for  the  removal 
of  pilings  off  the  north  shore  of  the 
creek,  whicli  Isaacson  believes  will  most 
certainly  force  the  herons  and  great 
egrets  —  who  have  chosen  Mission 
Creek  as  a  nesting  place  —  to  find  other 
homes.  These  and  many  othe*-  varities 
of  sliore  birds  continue  to  roost  on  the 
pilings,  despite  tlie  noise  and  dust  that 
pervades  the  liarbor  as  a  result  of  nearby 
construction  and  of  the  destruction

Enttiusiastic  Crowd 
Vows  to  Start  New 
Presctiool  on  Hill

An  enthusiastic,  standing-room-only 
crowd  of  100  parents  and  other  interest- 
ed residents  assembled  at  the  Potrero 
Library  meeting  room  May  20  to  discuss 
proposals  for  a  cooperative  prescliool  for 
Potrero  Hill's  burgeoning  under-six  popu- 
lation. 

Chaired  by  the  Library's  Toba  Singer, 
the  meeting  managed  to  cover  a  wide 
range  of  concerns. 

First  came  a  brief  introduction  by  Dave 
Matsuda,  Potrero  Hill  Parents  Assn 
(PHPA)  point  person  for  this  project.  He 
touched  on  the  serious  shortage  of  aff- 
ordable childcare  to  serve  families  of 


any  socio-economic  or  ethnic  group. 
Matsuda  emphasized  that  only  a  concert- 
ed effort  among  all  such  groups  can  bring 
such  a  facility  into  existence. 

Joe  Wilson  of  Coleman  Advocates  for 
Youth  explained  the  City's  budget  proc- 
ess and  suggested  a  number  of  ways  to 
gain  access  to  some  of  the  surplus  funds 
expected  to  become  available  this  year, 
due  in  part,  to  savings  from  Welfare 
changes. 

Both  Carol  Tatum  of  the  City  Park  and 
Recreation  Dept.,  and  Janice  Jones, 
Director  of  Headstart,  concurred,  rec- 
ommending several  existing  successful 
schools  to  serve  as  models.

226  and  227, 
And  Look  Closely  at  Prop.  I 

In  inuny  ways,  the  June  2  ballot  is  one  of  llie  most  daunting  we  have  seen  in  a  while. 

The  return  to  what  we  used  to  call  "cross-filing"  -  now  called  "open  primary" 
means  tlmt  voters  can  mark  their  ballots  for  candidates  in  statewide  races  regardless 
of  political  party.  On  the  one  hand,  this  could  produce  situations  in  which  voters 
fi'oni  one  party  can  influence  another  party's  primary  choice.  But  on  the  other,  it 
may  well  give  candidates  outside  the  two-party  system  a  better  chance  to  be  taken 
seriously.  Either  way.  pay  close  attention  to  what  the  new  process  entails  as  you  cast 
your  vote. 

We  are  also  faced  with  a  long  list  of  measures  on  both  the  local  and  state  ballots. 
Some  of  tlicm  are  clear-cut.  others  may  have  been  well-intentioned  but  are  plagued 
by  faulty  language,  and  some,  frankly,  cover  issues  that  should  be  decided  by  state 
and  local  governing  bodies  rather  than  tlie  voters,  end  primarily  demonstrate  the  ex- 
cesses of  the  initiative  process. 

We  on  The  View  want  to  urge  a  strong  "NO"  vote  on  State  Prop.  226.  This  would 
prevent  labor  unions  from  using  members'  dues  money  for  political  action  unless  the 
unions  undertake  a  cumbersome  annual  process  of  individual  authorization  from 
members.  What  backers  of  Prop  226  aren't  telling  the  voters  is  that  there  is  already 
a  mechanism  in  place  for  any  member  disagreeing  with  a  union's  political  stance  to 
get  a  refund  of  the  portion  of  dues  used  for  political  action.  We  believe  that  backers 
of  this  measure  want  to  cripple  unions  in  the  political  arena  by  requiring  an  impossible 
process.  We  urge  a  strong  "NO"  vote. 

We  also  urge  you  to  vote  "NO"  on  Prop.  227.  While  it  is  clear  that  significant 
changes  must  be  made  in  bilingual  education  processes  and  goals  in  California,  Prop. 
227  is  definitely  not  the  answer.  It  would  limit  students  to  only  one  year  of  bilingual 
education  before  placing  them  in  classes  given  in  English.  The  measure  does  not 
specify  any  tests  or  criteria  for  measuring  students'  readiness  for  classes  given  in 
English,  nor  does  it  provide  for  a  program  of  additional  bilingual  education,  if  necess- 
ary. Prop.  227  is  not  the  answer  to  the  problems  of  bilingual  education.  Vote  "NO." 

On  the  local  ballot,  there  is  one  measure  in  particular  about  which  we  want  to 
comment  here.  The  View  staff  voted  not  to  make  a  recommendation  in  the  case  of 
Prop  I.  labeled  "Project  Notification"  on  the  ballot.  As  a  neighborhood  newspaper, 
we  are  in  support  of  the  need  of  neighborhood  residents  and  businesses  to  know  what 
agencies,  institutions,  businesses  and  programs  are  moving  into  the  neighborhood. 
Time  after  time,  we  hear  legitimate  complaints  from  Hill  residents  that  they  learned 
about  somethmg  only  after  the  fact,  or  that  the  existing  notification  procedures 
were  inadequate. 

But  a  careful  reading  of  Prop.  I  raises  some  serious  questions  for  us.  The  measure 
essentially  requu-es  that  on  any  city  programs  receiving  public  funds  of  $50,000  or 
more,  there  be  a  sign  posted  at  least  15  days  prior  to  the  project's  approval  by  a  city 
body.  However,  the  measure  also  specifies,  for  example,  that  "any  changes  to  the 
City  Project  which  involve  a  different  site,  or  a  different  use,  or  a  redirection  of  the 
lunding  for  the  project  in  any  way,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and 
shall  require  a  new  pre-Approval  notice  procedure." 

This  could  mean  that  if  a  few  thousand  dollars  is  added  or  subtracted  to  a  program's 
budget,  the  notification  process  would  have  to  start  all  over  again.  This  is  one  exam- 
ple, we  believe,  of  unrealistic  language  that  may  well  render  this  measure  unworkable 
and  problematic.  Give  Prop,  l  your  very  careful  attention  before  you  vote

of  Highway  280,  as  well  as  other  devel- 
opment projects  in  the  area. 

In  a  letter  to  Catellus  Corp.,  Isaacson 
suggested  that  a  Habitat  Enhancement 
I'lan  be  implemented  to  encourage  the 
birds  to  stay.  He  has  asked  Catellus  to 
let  the  pilings  and  mud  banks  remain  as 
they  are.  Additionally,  he  has  requested 
that  a  wetland  biologist  and  a  hydrolo- 
gist  be  consulted  on  the  formation  of  tlie 
enhancement  plan. 

Isaacson  told  The  View  that  he  is  op- 


timistic that  Catellus  will  comply  with 
this  request.  The  issue  will  be  settled  by 
mid-August,  as  this  is  the  deadline  for  ' 
the  final  draft  of  the  plan. 

A  local  Mission  Creek  artist,  Virginia 
Stearns,  is  also  contributing  to  the  en- 
hancement of  the  habitat  at  the  creek. 
She  has  created  a  bird  perch  sculpture, 
which  she  will  be  installing  on  the  south 
bank  of  the  creek  on  Saturday,  June  20 
at  noon.

400  applicalions,  Reed  said.  An  addition- 
al 350  applications  were  taken  on  his 
second  round  of  hunting.  At  Potrero 
View  press  time,  16  people  had  already 
been  put  to  work,  and  20  more  applicants 
had  been  selected  to  enter  various  app- 
renticeship programs  by  June  1. 

Although  he  noted  that  an  overwhelm- 
ing number  of  applications  were  received, 
Reed  told  The  View  that  many  applicants 
came  unprepared  with  the  basic  necess- 
ities required  to  get  any  job,  such  as  a 
driver's  license,  identification,  or  Social 
Security  card.  These  applicants  were  re- 
jected immediately. 

The  remaining  job  seekers  were  inter- 
viewed and  screened  by  the  Neighborhood 
House  program  and  then  referred  to  the 
local  union  halls  whose  trades  are  being 
utilized  in  the  construction  project. 
Further  interviews  resulted  in  employ- 
ment for  the  16  considered  to  be  quali- 
fied at  the  time  of  tlieir  interviews.  The 
20  applicants  who  will  be  entermg  train- 
ing in  June  will  be  sent  to  locations 


around  the  Bay  Area  to  receive  their  ed- 
ucation. 

The  Good  Faith  Project  has  also  been 
in  touch  with  many  other  community  or- 
ganizations in  order  to  tap  into  their  pre- 
existing training  programs.  Reed  stated 
that  "a  full-blown  job  clearing  house  has 
sprung  up  here  because  other  employers 
around  the  city  know  the  data  base  is 
here." 

Rod  Roche,  project  manager  for  the 
Giants,  added  that  the  jobs  that  will  be 
filled  by  the  project  may  not  necessar- 
ily be  on  the  ballpark  project. 

He  said  that  Huber,  Hunt  &  Nichols/ 
Kajima  Engineering,  the  main  contractor 
for  the  new  ballpark  as  well  as  the  City 
Hall  project,  will  match  qualifiers  with 
suitable  jobs  as  tlie  candidates  are  chos- 
en, so  tlie  new  employees  will  not  have 
to  wait  for  positiions  in  their  specialties 
to  come  up  on  the  ballpark  construction, 
which     expected  to  be  completed  over 
the  next  two  years.

Recycling  Plastics:  Some  Questions  and  Answers 


"My  plastic  container  has  a  recycling 
arrow  on  the  bottom,  so  why  won't  the 
recycling  collectors  accept  it?"  Ttiis  is 
one  of  the  questions  the  San  Francisco 
Recycling  Program  gets  asked  frequent- 
ly. To  answer  this  question  we  need  to 
look  at  how  plastics  are  made  and  how 
they  are  recycled. 

Plastic  products  are  made  from  plastic 
resins,  which  are  derived  from  petroleum 
in  a  chemical  process.  Plastic  products 
have  many  uses  in  today's  society,  includ- 
ing some  considered  indispensable.  How- 
ever, there  is  o  down  side  to  plastic. 
One-third  of  all  plastic  is  used  for  items 
with  a  lifespan  of  less  than  one  year. 
We  now  use  more  than  one  billion  barrels 
of  oil  a  year  just  to  make  plastics.  The 
largest  single  use  for  plastic  is  for  packag- 
ing, with  a  significant  percentage  being 
used  for  "convenience"  packaging.  In 
fact,  we  now  spend  more  for  packaging 
our  food  than  farmers  receive  in  net 
income. 

Although  considered  by  many  to  be  a 
safe,  non-toxic  product,  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  sea  birds  and  mammals  are 
killed  by  improperly  disposed  of  plastic 
every  year.  In  addition,  five  of  the  top 
six  chemicals  whose  production  gener- 
ates the  most  hazardous  waste  are 
commonly  used  by  the  plastics  industry. 

Today  there  are  about  200  different 


types  of  plastics,  but  most  consumer 
products  made  from  plastic  all  have 
been  consolidated  into  one  of  six  differ- 
ent categories.  The  first  six  categories, 
#1  -Polvethvlene  Terephthalate  (PET). 
#2  -  High  Density  (HOPE).  #3  -  Poly- 
vinyl Chloride  (PVC),  #4  -  Low  Density 
Polyethylene  (LDPE),  #5  -  Polypropylene 
(PP)  and  #6  -  Polystyrene  (PS),  are  all 
manufactured  using  different  processes 
and  cannot  easily  be  mixed  together 
and  recycled.  So,  for  example,  if  one 
#3  shampoo  bottle  is  included  with  a 
load  of  #1  soda  bottles,  it  could  con- 
taminate the  whole  load  and  make  it 
unrecyclable. 

The  Society  for  the  Plastics  Industry 
Came  up  with  a  labeling  system  for 
plastics  a  number  of  years  ago.  This 
system,  which  uses  numbers  from  1  to  7 
(7  is  for  plastics  not  falling  into  the 
first  six  categories)  surrounded  by  re- 
cycling arrows,  was  designed  to  identify 
the  different  types  of  plastic  resins  so 
that  they  could  be  more  easily  recycled 
when  recycling  systems  came  into  place. 

However,  even  though  most  plastics 
are  technically  recyclable,  the  recycl- 
ing infrastructure  for  plastics  is  in  its 
infancy.  Less  than  five  percent  of  the 
40  billion  pounds  of  plastic  produced  every 
year  are  actually  recycled.  And  although 
plastics  made  up  a  minute  percentage

The  issue  of  available  and  appropriate 
locations  for  the  school  provoked  a  good 
deal  of  interest.  PUPA  member  Judy 
Gitlcisolin  had  posted  her  drawing  of  the 
floor  plan  at  Potrero  Hill  Rec  Center  (at 
the  top  of  Arkansas  Street)  for  inspection 
by  the  meeting.  Many  found  it  suitably 
spacious  and  easily  modifiable  for  a  pre- 
school. Among  otiier  sites  suggested 
were  tlie  Jackson  Playgi-oimd  clubhouse 
at  Mariposa  and  Arkansas  Streets,  and  a 
building  on  Tennessee  Street.  Questions 
raised  included  safety  -  inside  and  out- 
side play  area  —  cost,  and  easy  access 
from  all  parts  of  the  Hill. 

After  the  meeting,  Matsuda  said  he 
was  elated  by  the  size  of  tlie  turnout,  the 
quality  of  the  questions  and  comments 
and,  above  all,  the  number  of  people  who 
signed  up  as  ready  to  serve  on  more  than 
10  different  committees. 


"We  didn't  even  know  most  of  them. 
These  are  new  volunteers,"  he  exulted. 

Admitting  that  there  had  been  more 
questions  than  answers,  Matsuda  said  the 
group  would  hold  another  meeting  in 
June  if  possible.  After  that,  he  said  he 
hoped  PHPA  would  resume  its  regular 
monthly  meetings.  !n  the  meantime,  for 
those  who  missed  the  meeting  and  who 
might  want  to  volunteer,  the  list  of 
committees  includes  fundraisin^  grant 
writing;  community  outreach;  construct- 
ion/renovation; site  review,  curriculum;

of  the  waste  stream  in  1960,  plastics 
are  now  the  fastest  growing  sector  of 
the  waste  stream.  Plastics  nc*v  take  up 
more  than  twenty-five  percent  of  the 
volume  of  material  sent  to  landfills 
every  year,  and  this  will  escalate  to 
one-third  of  all  discards  within  15  years, 
according  to  Environmental  Protection 
Agency  estimates. 

As  a  result  of  this  low  recycling  rate, 
and  lack  of  recycling  facilities  for 
plastic,  environmentalists  and  recyclers 
have  been  pressuring  the  plastics  in- 
dustry to  change  their  recycling  symbols, 
arguing  that  the  symbols  mislead  the 
public  into  believing  that  plastics  are 
easily  recyclable. 

The  plastics  industry,  while  financing 
extensive  p-ivertising  campaigns  promot- 
ing recycling,  has  lobbied  successfully 
to  undermine  recycled  content  require- 
ments for  plastic  packaging.  At  the  same 
time,  plastic  recycling  rates  are  dropping. 
For  example,  the  national  recycling  rate 
for  PET  soda  bottles  dropped  from  forty- 
five  percent  in  1994  to  thirty-four  per- 
cent in  1996.  In  California,  the  recycling 
rate  for  plastic  soda  bottles  dropped 
from  seventy  percent  in  1995  to  fifty- 
nine  percent  in  1996. 


How  does  that  relate  to  what's  recycl- 
able in  San  Francisco?  Well,  fortunately, 
there  are  are  options  for  recycling  some 
types  of  plastics.  The  best  markets  for 
plastic  resins  are  for  #1  and  #2  bottles. 
That's  why  we  can  accept  #1  &  #2  bott- 
les citywide  (the  volume  of  plastics 
collected  in  the  past  year  has  increased 
by  fifty  percent!).  However,  since 
there's  not  a  well  established  market 
for  the  other  plastic  resins  (four  of  the 
six  resins  have  a  recycling  rate  of  less 
than  one  percnet,  we  currently  can't 
accept  any  other  kinds  of  plastic. 

If  market  conditions  improve,  the 
curbside  and  apartment  recycling  pro- 
grams will  be  able  to  accept  other 
kinds  of  plastics.  But  until  that  happens 
if  you  have  the  choice  between  a  non- 
recyclable  plastic  and  an  alternative 
recyclable  material  (like  glass),  choose 
the  recyclable  material.  If  there  is 
no  alternative  to  a  product  packaged 
in  nonrecyclable  plastic,  and  the  manu- 
facturer has  an  800  number  listed  on 
the  product,  call  and  express  your  pre- 
ference for  a  recyclable  container.

The  assessment  study  will  help  define  which  buildings  need  lo  be  renovated  or  torn  down,  evaluate 
all  available  park  studies,  analyze  the  demographic  needs  of  San  Francisco  parks,  and  help  to  pave  the 
future  direction  of  the  park  system.  The  study  will  include  maintenance  recommendations  and  determine 
what  types  of  facilities  the  Department  should  build  to  better  serve  San  Franciscans.
